On the one hand was the issuance 
of an order forbidding salary pay- 
ments to any public employes sus- 
pected of aiding or encouraging the 
Nazi revolt; on the other, Austria 
officially accused Germany of fos- 
tering the Nazi attempt to seize the 
Government one week ago today. 

An announcement approved by 
the Cabinet said directions to Aus- 
trian Nazis were sent into the coun- 
try several weeks ago from Ger- 
many. The plans, which included 
the possibility of civil war, said 
Walter Adam, propaga-da chief, in 
a radio address, were seized in the 
shoes of a man arrested in Upper 
Austria.

The order against salary puy- 
ments te Nazi-sympathizing public 
employes was telegraphed to all 
Federal, provincial and district dis- 
bursement officers. Denunciations 
of individual employes are to be 
submitted to the nearest police 
headquarters which will investigate ‘ 
doubtful cases—the suspects mean- 
while remaining without salary un- 
til the case is cleared up. 

Twenty’ Federal employes who 
were reported to have cried “Heil 
Hitler!” when they were captured 
at the chancellory by the Nazi raid- 
ers last Wednesday were said to 
be among those who got no pay 
checks. 


New Coinage Issue.

Since he did not do 
so the child’s death was ascribed to 
his “negligent failure.” The train 
was going about 20 miles an hour 
at the time the boy was killed.

Reichswehr Problem for Hitler. 


Under the Constitution, Dr. Erwin 
Bumke, president of the Supreme 
Court, would become acting Presi- 
dent until an election was held to 
choose a successor. 


“All that has been taken care of,” 
was the terse statement of the 
Propaganda Bureau on the matter 
of succession. To many observers 
this indicated the stage had been 
set for Hitler. A Foreign Office 
official pointed out “the Hitler Gov- 
ernment holds emergency. powers 
enabling it to do almost anything.” 

If such are the plans of Hitler, 
he would face a problem in the 
Reichswehr, or regular army. It 
has long been devoted to Von Hin- 
denburg, Germany’s World War 
hero. Men who know the spirit of 
the Reichswehr say it is possible 
Hitler would not have such smooth 
sailing if he seated himself in the 
Hindenburg chair. 

tver since 1919, it was pointed 
out, the Reichswehr has adamantly 
refused to become the football of 
politics. The army was the chief 
instrument of the President, while 
police were the agency of political 
Cabinets. To place the Reichswehr 
under Hitler, the head of a political 
government and a political party, 
friends of the army say, would 
mean an about-face on a_ policy 
carefully nurtured as a heritage of 
the army for 15 years. 


Could Remove Chief of Staff. 


Hitler’s powers would become un- 
limited. They would include that 
of removing men like Gen. Werner 
von Fritsch, chief of: staff of the 
army, who is said not to be in ac 
cord with Nazi policies. Political 
circles regarded it an open ques- 
tion whether. the Reichswehr would. 
quietly accept subordination to 
Hitler. 

Various German legal minds said 
it was uncertain which of two sets 
of emergency decrees takes prece- 
dence over the other. The Reichs- 
tag March 28, 1933, voted wide pow- 
ers to the Hitler Government, but 
these powers in no way touched the 
rights or the office of the Reichs 
President. 

Jan. 30, 1934, the Reichstag gave 
even wider powers, including that 
of granting thé Cabinet right to 
change the Constitution. Whether 
the right to change the Constitu- 
tion means that a_ constitutional 
amendment of 1932 providing for 
service of the Supreme Court pres- 
ident can be thrown aside was a 
question legal circles debated.

Louis, as compared to 106,133 Re- 
publican ballots. 

In November, 1932, Roosevelt re- 
céived 226,338 in St. Louis; Hoover, 
123,448. Mayor Dickmann in the 
city election last year was elected 
by a vote of 156,512 to 140,752 for 
his Republican opponent, President 
Neun of the Board of Aldermen. 


Cochran Assails Office Holders Who 
Oppose. Him. 


Congressman Cochran’ charged 
that public offices were being used 
in behalf of his opponent “to in- 
fluence and overcome the free will 
of the voters,” in a speech last 
night before a Twelfth Congres- 
sional District meeting at Concor- 
dia Community Center, Wyoming 
street and Lemp avenue. 

Referring to the activity of Sen- 
ator Bennett C. Clark for Con- 
gressman Jacob L. Milligan, Coch- 
ran said: “On the one hand we 
have the spectacle of a United 
States Senator using all his power, 
personal and political, to name the 
Scnator who is to sit with him. That 
is most unusual, and, as far as my 
memory goes, unprecedented. 

“Does anyone doubt that Senator 
Clark will, if successful, endeavor 
to try to influence the conduct 
and vote of the Senator he names? 

“That question becomes peculiarly 
important in this immediate situa- 
tion because of the attitude Senator 
Clark has taken on some ma'v:

William C. Jay, 43, described by 


Warden L. E. Kunkel of the Michi- 
gan City prison as the “brains of 
the break,” said that Burnett and 
he had gone as far West as Colum- 
bia, where they stole Missouri }i- 
‘cense plates for a car stolen at 
Paris, U. Sunday. They then “dou- 
bled back” to Mexico. 
Still in Prison Uniforms. 

Burnett said they had planned 
with the convicts still at large to 
“pull a bank job in the West.” Jay 
said Burnett had a girl in Leaven- 
worth, Kan., and that they were 
trying to reach friends there and 
dispose of their prison denims, 
which they still wore when cap- 
tured. 

The convicts still at liberty are 
Louis Crail, 22; John Maurice O’Fie- 
herty, 25, and Kenneth Rogers, 22. 
Burnett credited Rogers with “get- 
ting the stuff together” for the 
prison break. 

Two deputy wardens arrived here 
this morning from Michigan City to 
return the captured convicts. Phy- 
siciaris said Burnett would recover 
from his wounds and was able to 
be moved. Authorities posted a 
guard at the hospital through the 
night. 

Burnett was shot in the chest, 
arm and leg, after the convicts had 
disarmed Robert Baker, City 
Marshal. 

Mayor Opens Fire. 

Acting on information from Co- 
lumbia, where the men stayed Mor- 
day night, Debo and Baker ap- 
proached the fugitives’ automobile 
at the high. school grounds. As 
Baker reached the car, he was dis- 
armed. Debo, who had taken a post 
some distance back, shot Burnett 
when the convict attempted to fire 
at the Marshal ./ith Baker’s pistol. 
Debo fired several times. 

The Mayor said he owed his life 
to the fact that Baker’s revolver 
contained three empty chambers, 
and that he had time to wound Bur- 
nett before the convict could press 
the trigger a fourth time. 

Officers here quoted the men as 
gaying they left their companions 
shortly after the escape. They 
stole an automobile and headed 
west. They crossed the Mississippi 
River at Alton, Il.

$618,000 IN BACK TAXES 
COLLECTED HERE IN JULY 


Tota! $1,051,000 for Two Months in 
Which Collector Koeln Has 
Conducted Campaign. 

Collections of delinquent taxes in 
July amounted to about $618,000, in- 
cluding $200,000 paid yesterday. The 
largest payment yesterday was $92,- 
291 in 1933 taxes from the Con- 
tinental Life Insurance Co., which 
is being operated by the State In- 
surance Department. In June, $433,- 
000 in delinquent taxes were paid, 
making the total $1,051,000 for the 
two months in which Collector 
Koeln hag been conducting a cam- 
paign to bring in back taxes. 

Delinquent taxes July 1 amounted 
to $9,682,000 on real estate and $1,- 
900,000 on personal property, but 
little was paid during the month 
in the latter classification. The 
penalty on payment of delinquent 
taxes is 1 per cent a month for 
each month elapsed in 1934, no mat- 
ter how far back the tax bill dates. 
In other, words, a bill for 1929 taxes 
paid this month would be subject 
to only 8 per cent penalty.

Ruppert has a three or four fold 
personality in softball. He is one 
of, if not the gatne’s leading pitch- 
er; is manager of the recognized 
championship club, is head of the 
International Softball League, and 
also sponsors the Ruppert Bloomer 
Girls, who hold the girls’ title. As 
a side line he manages health clubs 
in Chicago. 

At the age of 43, and weighing 
200 pounds, Ruppert has been play- 
ing softball for 29 years, he says, 


‘which, of course, extends far back 


into the time when the game was 
known as “indoor” and “outdoor 
indoor” baseball. As sports follow- 
ers know, only in the past three or 
four years has the game become 
“hot” nationally.

that most truly conforms to 
the traditions of true De- 
mocracy. That is, that each 
legislative proposal i is entitled 
to fair consideration, in open 
session and with serious de- 
bate, with a sincere desire to 
probe the merits of the pro- 
posed act or resolution in an 
epen-minded and non-partisan 
spirit. If it is found inde- 
fensible, it will go down in 
fair and open battle and the 
reasons for such a result are 
left upon the records of 
Congress for all the voters 
of the country to examine 
and igs for themselves. 
This is the way that all; bills 
of real importance to the pub- 
lic welfare should be treated. 
It has ever been the Demo- 
cratic way—the way of the 
fathers who planned our form 
of government and devoted 
their public lives to establish 
its foundations upon safe and 
sure foundations. 

Contrast these utterances 
of the man whose policies Mr. 
Cochran professes to. follow 
with his — on the. Cost-. 


Accounting Bill—his failure 
to have his Committee vote 
upon it, a bill which had for 
its purpose to compel the 
bureaus of this government 
—those pets of Mr. Cochran’s, 
or masters—whatever you 
will— to give a cost account- 
ing of the money that it costs 
the people of the United 
States to maintain these 
bureaus in activities in which 
they are in destructive com- 
petition with many private 
enterprises. 


Cochran kept this bill in 
his inside pocket during every 
day of the second session of 
the present Congress.

Pacts to Be Sought With 
Brazil and Other Latin

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1—Politi- 
eal and economic questions have 
eliminated at least six nations—in- 
cluding some of the best customers 
for American goods—from immedi- 
ate consideration in / negotiations 
for reciprocal trade agreements. 

An authoritative source disclosed 
today that the State Department 
and the President’s tariff bargain- 
ing committee have no plans for 
early negotiations with Great Bri- 
tain, Germany, Soviet Russia, Can- 
ada, Argentina and Austria. 

Several other nations, also num- 
bered among America’s good cus- 
tomers, are missing from the ten- 
tative list now being made up by 
the tariff committee. 

Sweden, Portugal and _ several 
other European nations still are 
under considetation for early nego- 
tiations. 

Brazil and a group of Latin- 
#mericar nations, producing 95 ner 
cent of American coffee imports, 
are scheduled for new reciprocal 
agreements as soon as the Cuban 
agreement, now nearing completion, 
is finished. 

Summary of Conditions.

yet on the bargaining list is: 


GREAT BRITAIN—Walter Run- 
ciman, president of the Board of 


Trade, has announced that Britain | 


sees no object in immediate nego- 
tiations. Preliminary discussions 
probably will be delayed until the 
world’s trade picture becomes more 
clarified. 

GERMANY—Despite the fact Dr. 
Hans Luther, German Ambassador, 
has made several overtures to the 
State Department, officials here be- 
lieve the unsettled political and eco- 
nomic situation in Germany is not 
conducive to successful negotiations 
with the Hitler Government. 

SOVIET RUSSIA—Trade parleys 
must wait for a successful conclu- 
sion to the debt and claims negotia- 
tions now in progress between 
Alexander Troyanovsky, Soviet Am- 
bassador, and the State Depart- 
ment. Soviet Russia’s insistence on 
a loan or credits in this ‘country 
with which to make, purchases of 
American materials to carry on the 
five-year plan have prevented an 
accord on the debts question. , 

Political Issue in Canada. 

CANADA—Reciprocity is a hot 
political issue in Canada, and al- 
though overtures have been made 
by William D. Herridge, the Cana- 
dian Minister, there is no expecta- 
tion of active negotiations until the 
reciprocity question is settled be- 
tween the Dominion’s political par- 
ties. 

ARGENTINA — The Argentine 
Ambassador has presented numer- 
cus openings to the State Depart- 
ment in the hope of beginning trade 
negotiations. A cardinal principle 
of the administration’s tariff policy, 
however, is to select for first ne- 
gotiations those nations which do 
not produce products competitive 
with American products. Argen- 
tina’s chief exports are in compe- 
tition with Middle West products. 

AUSTRIA — American officials 
believe it is not feasible at the 
present time, because of the com- 
plicated political and economic sit- 
uation in Austria, to institute any 
negotiations for a new trade agree- 
ment.

President’s forthcoming book, “The 
Challenge to Liberty,” will be an 
outright attack on the Roosevelt 
“New Deal” or that it means Mr. 
Hoover has decided to be a presi- 
dential candidate in 1936. 

On leaving the White House, Mr. 
Hoover told friends that he intend- 
ed to refrain from public and po- 
litical activity for at least a year. 
During the past 16 months he has 
been working in seclusion on a sub- 
ject which has long interested him, 
the question of personal freedom 
throughout history. 

The forthcoming book, according 
to reliable sources, while including 
studies on democracy, Socialism, 
Fascism and Communism abroad, 
will emphasize the struggle for per- 
sonal liberty in the United States, 
bringing those chapters up to the 
present administration. 

The book, friends say, will be de- 
voted to a drawing of ‘issues rather 
than of attacking personalities. 
One political associate, who has 
maintained his contacts with the 
former President, says that he ex- 
pects the work to be “a textbook 
for conservative Republicans—and 
conservative Democrats,” both for 
the coming congressional campaign 
and the presidential race in 1936. 

As far back as June, close inti- 
mates of the former President 
learned that the book had been vir- 
tually completea and was awaiting 
publication. One close friend, a 
power in Republican councils, de- 
clared that, so fz. as he knew, Mr. 
Hoover had not timed the pub- 
lication for the congressional cam- 
paigns.

These same intimates fur- 
ther point out that Mr. Hoover is 
in a unique position within the par- 
ty councils, that he is a clearing 
house for ideas, and that, although 
he has not directly stated to his 
friends that he will not be a can- 
didate, this is taken for granted, 
For this reason, he wields more in- 
fluence than Chairman Fletcher, 
Ogden Millis, Patrick J. Hurley, Da- 
vid A. Reed, or any of the other 
prospective candidates for the presi- 
dency who might have their own 
axes to grind. 

The large correspondence that 
Mr. Hoover has carried on since his 
return to Palo Alto indicates that 
he has no intention of relinquishing 
his unique position. By nature a 
hard and thorough worker, he has 
assiduously studied his correspond- 
ence. His trip through the Middle 
West last spring to Chicago, accord- 
ing to friends here, was made to 
check personally the complaints he 
had had from this region. 

Portions of the Hoover book are 
scheduled to appear serially in the 
Saturday Evening Post during Sep- 
tember. Cynical Republicans here 
do not expect it to influence greatly 
the congressional elections. They 
say that as long as the Government 
payments are going to the dis- 
tressed people, no amount of propa- 
ganda can change the votes. They 
add, however, that the magazine 
publication will increase the Hoover 
correspondence and probably put 
him in a stronger position within 
the party.

Kentucky Judge Changes 
Policy in Dealing With Con- 
tempt Citations.

DANVILLE, Ky., Aug. 1. — Jail 
sentences during the daytime which 
prevented them from working were 
given Wesley Carty and Jack Dur- 
ham, Danville newspaper men on 
contempt charges, today by Police 
Judge Jay W. Harlan.

A Change in Policy. 

The pair has gone to jail daily 
with one exception since July 24 for 
refusing to testify at Judge Har- 
lan’s court of inquiry into the hang- 
ing in effigy of Representative J. 
Sterling Towles. They said they 
received advance information as to 
the affair in confidence. The Judge 
contended that under the law he 
had to punish for contempt any 
witness who declined to answer a 
competent question. 

Hitherto the newspaper men had 
been called before Judge Harlan at 
4p. m. and given three to six hours 
in jail, which did not interfere with 
their work. Yesterday, however, he 
summoned them to appear at 9 a. 
m, today, after fining each $3. After 
sentencing them today, Judge Har- 
lan ordered them back before him 
at 4 p. m. today, the same time that 
Victor Bodner, a University of Ala- 
bama medical student, who declined 
to testify about the hanging, had 
been ordered to appear. Bodner 
declined on the grounds that to tes- 
tify might incriminate him.

WARSAW, Aug. 1.— More than{ 
50,000 Polish families are destitute 
as a result of recent disastrous’ 
floods, and it is impossible to esti- 
mate the number of those who lost 
their lives, or the property damage, 
Premier Kozlowski told a meeting 
of the Government party today. 

To assure security it becomes one 
of the Government’s major tasks to 
see that persons menacing the 
social order be confined to concen- 
tration camps, the premier said.

The questionnaire, prepared by 
Edmund C. Vandiest of Colorado 
Springs, Colo., requests comparative 
information for three years, 1926, 
1929 and 1933, relating to assets and 
liabilities, estimated capital require- 
ments, amount of long and short 
term obligations, sources from 
which capital is obtained and 
whether there has been difficulty 
in obtaining such funds.

CRITICS OF CROP 
LIMITATION PLAN 


Says ‘Obscurantists’ Eager- 
ly Have Seized on Drouth 
to- Oppose Agricultural 


Program.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—Under- 
secretary of Agriculture Rexford G. 
Tugwell struck back last night, and 


in no gentle mood, at critics of th 
administration’s crop curtailme 
program. 

“Infantile, obscene and wicked” 
were the adjectives that he used to 
characterize the attack on the New 
Deal’s agricultural program, an at- 
tack that has centered around the 
drouth and its natural curtailment 
of crops. 

Tugwell, the famous recently of a 
controversy within the Democratic 
ranks, made his reply to critics of 
crop curtailment over the network 
of the Columbia Broadcasting Co. 

He described the agricultural 
program as being composed of “es- 
sentially temporary methods of ad- 
justment” which would “be modi- 
fied or abandoned as industry at- 
tuned itself to an economy of 
abundance.” 

The farmer—that is the farmer’s 
advisers—had no choice but tocur- 
tail production since this» was the 
practice of industry, a part of the 
“traditional business system,” said 
Tugwell. The people have not yet 
given a mandate for the abandon- 
ment of this system, he added, and 
therefore it was necessary to ad- 
just the economics of agriculture to 
the economics of industry. 

“Reactionary Obscurantists.” 

“Accordingly, to those of us who 
have been specifically charged by 
the Congress with the duty of try- 
ing to make the present business 
system work for the advantage of 
the farmers,” said Tugwell, “there 
is something both infantile, obscene 
and wicked in the eagerness with 
which the reactionary obscuran- 
tists have seized, on the great nat- 
ural calamity of a drouth in the 
entire Northern hemisphere as a 
means of destroying or discrediting 
the will of the American people, as 
expressed in Congress, for the bet- 
terment of agriculture. 

“These people would like us to 
abandon the farms, not to the laws 
of nature, but to the general un- 
friendliness of speculators. These 
same Tories fought for years to 
maintain unlimited immigration 
into United States in order that 
they might have a constant supply 
of cheap labor and of what really 
amounted to a reservoir of strike- 
breakers with which to combat the 
efforts of American labor to win 
decent wages and working condi- 
tions; they are now fighting for an 
agricultural production subject only 
to the uncertain control of nature 
with which to lessen the costs of 
their raw materials and to increase 
by speculation their unnecessary 
profits.” 

Trial and Error Methods. 

Of industry Tugwell had said 
earlier in his speech: 

“While there are undoubtedly 
many who believed that not the 
farmer but the business system 
itself is at fault, that not the farm- 
er but the business system itself 
should be changed, the production 
control methods which we adopted 
for the farmer in self-defense were 
essentially temporary methods of 
adjustment which could be modi- 
fied or abandoned as industry at- 
tuned itself to an economy of abun- 
dance. However, despite the lam- 
entations of the Tory obscuran- 
tists, we know that we are living 
in a democracy and we know that 
the American people have given no 
mandate for the final abandonment 
of our traditional business system. 

“When the American people gave 


‘this administration authority—and 


the Tories seem to forget that the 
American people by a record vote 
did confer very wide authority--it 
was to readjust relationships 
among our old institutions, to over- 
haul them, to repair them, to make 
them work if they could be made 
to work, to modify them when they 
failed to function and to demon- 
strate by the old method of trial 
and error which of those institu-

It was with the greatest reluc- 
tance that the policy of curtailment 
was finally decided on, Tugwell 
said. But since it was felt that 
“America had become, economically, 
a house divided against itself which 
could not stand unless it became 
all of one thing or all of the oth- 
er,” the crop reduction decision 
was made. Thus, industry, with its 
system of scarcity, compelled the 
Roosevelt administration to attempt 
to make nature conform, Tugwell 
declared. 

“Putting the thing in the sim- 
plest form,” said Tugwell, “it has 
been our assigned task to persuade 
the American farmers to work to- 
gether so as to cultivate the soil of 
the United States as though it were 
one single farm, to keep or* “f cer- 
tain kinds of production 50,000.000 
acres of land, to assure the produc- 
tion of the foods and fibers we 
need, with ample reserves both for 
export and carry-ov~r, to protect 
drainage and water supplies 
through a great program of refores- 
tation, and through special credit 
and financial institutions to keep 
the farmer on his farm and the 
farm-family in the farm home dur- 
ing a period of terrible economic in- 
security throughout the entire 
world.”

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THE COURSE OF RECOVERY. 

The business statistics of the summer of 1934 con- 
trast happily with those of the March, 1933, low. The 
general business index of the Business Week has 
risen from from 47.2 to 62.1, that of the New York 


‘| Times from 60 to 80. The Federal Reserve Board’s 


index of industrial production is up from 59 to 84. 
Steel mills, operating at 15 per cent of capacity in 
March, 1938, now run over 27 per cent of capacity. 
‘Automobile production, electrical power output and 
crude petroleum output record similar gains. Textile 
operations alone register a comparative loss. Build- 
ing contracts and exports are up. Car loadings have 
advanced from 73 to 100. Factory employment has 
jumped from 58.1 to 81.3, payrolls from 39.2 to 66. 
The dollar volume of chain store and department 
store sales has grown substantially. The Herald 
Tribune average of the prices of 100 stocks is up from 
$84 to $97, the Dow-Jones average of 40 bonds from 
$76 to $95. This looks like recovery. 

Unfortunately, the comparison of present figures 
with those recorded just a year ago tells a different 
story. Since the summer of 1933, many of the major 
indices of industrial activity have declined. The 
Business Week's general index has dtopped from 68,2 
to 62.1, that of the New York times tom 95.8 to 
80. The Federal Reservé index of indtstrial output 
has declined from $1 to 84. ‘Percentage of steel ca- 
pacity in operation is off from 56.6 to 27.7. Produc- 
tion of lumber, bituminous coal, cotton textiles has 
dwindled. Bank clearings, car loadings and stock 
prices are down. Industry is less active than it was 
a year ago. 

This gloomy picture is somewhat relieved by other 
factors in the business situation. Electric power 
production has advanced slightly; automobile output 
has expanded; building contracts are larger. The 
Dow-Jones index of bond prices has continued to 
rise, from $88 to $95. Factory employment has 
mounted from 67.4 to 81.3, payrolls from 47.2 to 65. 
The dollar volume of chain and department store 
sales has continued to grow. 

Bach of the foregoing comparisons is misleading, 
however, because it contrasts the present business 
situation with that of an earlier period which was, 
in many respects, abnormal. The lows of March, 
1933, were recorded by industries which were’ affect- 
ed by the collapse of the nation’s banking system. It 


as the banks began to function again. The highs of 
July, 1933, came in large measure as a response to 


ithe introduction of the economic measures of the 


new administration. The prospect of higher material 
costs under the AAA, of higher material and labor 
costs under the NRA, provoked a temporary spurt in 
plant operations. The threat of inflation induced 
heavy forward buying. The movement was a tem- 
porary one which industry was unable to maintain. 
The boomlet collapsed in the fall of 1933. 

The real measure of the recovery which we have 
achieved under the new political and economic set-up 
is to be discovered by comparing present statistics 
of business, not witlf those of March or July, but with 
those of November, 1933. What has happened in 
the last eight months? 

The Business Week index has advanced moderately, 
from 59.8 to 62.1, the New York Times index from 
72 to 80. The Federal Reserve index of industrial 
production has risen from 72 to 84. Cotton textile 
production alone has fallen off, spindle hours drop 
ping from 7,942,000,000 to 5,253,000,000. Other activi- 
ties have held steady or advanced slightly. Steel, 
power, car loadings, bank clearings, chain and depart- 
ment store sales, stock prices are a little above the 
November figures. Residential construction is mak- 
ing @ poor showing, but non-residential building is 
picking up. Automobile production, too, has ad- 
vanced. The Dow-Jones bond average has stepped 
up from 80 to 95. 

Factory employment rose from 74.3 in November 
to 82 in May, payrolls from 57 to 67; June showed a 
slight recession. The A. F. of L. reports that 125,000 
workers were laid off by stores and factories last 
month. Factory employment slipped back from 82 
to 81.3, payrolls from 67 to 65. The nation-wide 
wave of strikes undoubtedly contributed to this de- 
cline. The June figures, however, are still well 
above those for November. On the whole, the sea- 
sonal slump is less serious than might have been 
expected. 

Compared with those of March, 1933, present fig- 
ures record a substantial advance. Compared with 
those of last July, they register:a serious decline. 
Compared with those of last November, they justify 
no sweeping generalization in either direction. It 
is apparent now that last summer’s activity was in 
‘large measure artificial. We spent more than three 
years sliding into the depression’s trough. We can- 
not clamber out of it in a week or a month, or even 
in a year. It will be a long, hard climb. But the 
record of the last eight months gives us some reason 
to hope that we are on our way. 
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GAGGING THE PRESS IN MINNESOTA. 

The American Civil Liberties Union has thrown 
its resources against Gov. Olson’s military gag of 
the Minnesota press by offering to defend all news- 
papers and all persons charged with violating it. If 
this puzzles those who have regarded the American 
Civil Liberties Union as a Communistic agency and 
Minnesota as a near-Communistic proving ground, it 
will surprise no one who has followed the work of 
the union. Its one concern is the preservation of the 
civil liberties guaranteed by the Federal Constitu- 
tion; the political and economic views of its mem- 
bers come second. 

As for the order of Gov. Olson directing Minnesota 
newspapers to print his proclamation for two days 
and forbidding the publication of matter which, in 
effect, criticised State authority, it is as foreign to 
the genius of ovr country as are the tactics of Hitler.

The American Davis Cup challengers did not bring 
back the cup, but from a hopeless start they swung 
into top stride and staged a tourney that will live 
in the legendry of the game.

A Criticism of the A. F. of L. 


Federation of Labor is assailed as loose, irresponsible, subject to, sporadic strikes and 
racketeering; its theory of craft unionism is not applicable to mechanized industry, 
where vertical unions are logical system, writer says; asserts evidence is lacking 
that members of A. F. of L. groups are better off than workers in company unions. 


HE American Federation of Labor, bas- 
T ing its policy and tactics upon craft un- 

donism—loose, irresponsible, unharnessed, 
subject to sporadic strikes, to racketeering 
in the unions—is unrelated to the necessi- 
ties of American labor. Its theory of craft 
unionism is a deterrent to the solution of 
special problems in particular industries. 

It can produce no evidence that its mem- 
bers work under better conditions or gain 
better wages than the workers in company- 
union enterprises. No organized workers 
are better paid for the same kind of work 
than in Mr. Ford’s factories; no workers 
enjoy better conditions than in the Endi- 
cott-Johnson factories. Unless some emerg- 
ency, such as the war or the recovery, pro- 
vides a political recognition of the Federa- 
tion, most Americans who are gainfully 
occupied avoid the Federation, begause they 
do not directly benefit by membership in it. 

The period of recovery has reopened the 
fundamental question of the process by 
which labor in this country is to gain the 
greatest possible reward for its services. 
Early in the New Deal, it was assumed a 
way had been found to re-establish pros- 
perity by shorter hours, higher wages, abo- 
lition of child labor and by Government pro- 
tection of collective bargaining. But pros- 
perity did not come. Instead, the cost of 
living rose to vitiate the benefits of higher 
wages. Desperate, workers struck for still 
higher wages, still shorter hours, 

Here we are caught in a vicious circle, 
for the cost of these benefits must be taken 
up in the price of commodities, thus in- 
creasing the cost of living, and incidentally 
making it difficult for the farmer to pur- 
chase manufactured goods. As the cost of 
living goes up, the demands of labor will 
increase.

The vertical labor union, whether a com- 
pany or a Communist union, is the only 
union system which conforms with the cur- 
rent organization of mechanized industry. The 
craft union was suitable for piece-workers. 
Sam Gompers could always imagine himself 
sitting at a. benc* rolling cigars while some- 
one read a German pamphiet or sang & 
melody to entertain these highly skilled 
workers. In his autobiography, he grows 
quite sentimental at one point when he finds 
that, after years of being a labor organizer, 
he can still roll a cigar.

What apprenticeship does he need to oil a 
robot or to turn a single screw all his work- 
ing days? In the Machine Age, he is no 
longer the artisan of the medieval guilds. 
He is a direct product of mechanization.

When capital and labor unite, with- 
in the American capitalistic structure, to 
profit mutually from the success of an en- 
terprise, as is aprarent in such enterprises 
as Dennison and Endicott-Johnacn, then the 
craft union, nationally organized, serves no 
useful purpose,

The American industrialist, however, can- 
not always be trusted to realize that labor 
is entitled to a just share of the profits of 
industry, and the worker has to be vigilant 
lest he be exploited. The American Federa- 
tion does provide a national defensive 
weapon for labor; but the A. F. of L.’s in- 
sistence upon craft unionism, and its oppo- 
sition to the company union solely on the 
ground that it does not join the Federation 
and pay dues to it, are harmful to industry. 

During the coming months, the Federa- 
tfon will wage war in every industry on the 
sole principle that it alone must be the 
agency for collective bargaining between 
capital and labor. If, as I have tried to 
show, the principles.of the Federation are 
not consonant with the organization of 
Amefican industry, then there can be no 
justification for accepting the Federation 
as thig sole agency. ' 

Nevertheless, the fight will be waged, and 
both capital and labor will have to protect 
themselves against the dominance of labor

Senator Thomas’ idea

ENATOR ELMER THOMAS of Okle- 
homa is said to be preparing a plan to 
“return to Congress the power given to it 
by the Constitution and taken away by the 
unprecedented rise of bureaucracy in this 
country.” He would have a special commit- 
tee of each house of Congress appointed by 
the majority leaders, to sit when Congress is 
in recess and devise plans of public policy, 

Such committees would not constitute the 
revolutionary departure from “bureaucracy” 
that Senator Thomas seems to think. On 
Dec. 9, 1861, a Joint Committee on the Con- 
duct of the War was named by the two 
houses of Congress. It proceeded to poke its 
nose into the affairs of everybody from 
President Lincoln to the army chaplains. It 
disturbed the Commander-in-Chief, nearly 
drove McClellan and other generals crasy, 
subverted discipline and was generally a 
complete nuisance and the worst possible 
handicap to efficiency. 

It was never intended by the framers of 
the Constitution that Congress should sit 
perpetually and keep eternal vigilance over 
the acts of executive departments, In the 
very beginning, it allowed the policies of gov- 
ernment to be framed and guided by Wash- 
ington and Hamilton, and originated little 
of its own that was not self-evidently need- 
ed. That was not due to any usurpation on

Most of Mr. Brown’s_residuary 
estate, amounting to more than 
$600,000 after payment of specific 
bequests totaling $781,000, was given 
to Washington University in 1928. 
The university used the fund to 
establish the George Warren Brown 
School of Social Service.

The world becomes more com- 
monplace with the passing of time. 
Now the famous Stourbridge Fair 
comes to an end by official proc- 
lamation.

Discussing her birthplace and ear- 
ly childhood, Marie Dressler said: 

“Certainly no President could 
claim a more humble birthplace, but 
if there was only one humble home 
in my life I could work up a lot of 
sentiment about it. We never lin- 
gered long in one place. My father, 
while a musician to the end of his 
finger tips, was a musician of uncer- 
tain temper. He could gather 
friends as easily as a child picks 
wild flowers, only to cast them away 
with the same reckless abandon. 

“As a result, we were no sooner 
established in one spot and father 
surrounded by the most desirable 
pupils in town, than he insulted 
everyone within earshot. ‘I can’t 
teach that brat!’ he would shout, 
adding anything picturesque that 
entered his head. 

“Whereupon my mother patiently 
secured a letter of introduction 


from the rector and we moved to 


the next town. 


“But at the piano my father was 
a different man. I can close my 
eyes and see my father now. When 
he was touching the keys he 
seemed to forget everything but the 
melody he was bringing forth.” 


It was tripping over rugs as a 
fat, clumsy three-year-old which 
really started Marie Dressler on her 
career. She discovered that people 
laughed when she acted awkward- 
ly, so she began falling deliberate- 
ly, from, she once said, “a desire 
to make my friends enjoy ‘them- 
selves.

People who are born with these 
badly functioning stomachs, or with 
low stomachs, are likely. to make 
themselves worse with all kinds of 
faddy diets—separating the starches 
from the proteins, going on vege- 
table diets and buttermilk diets, 
and especially by trying to promote 
proper evacuation with diets high 
in roughage. What mee of them 
need is a smooth, non-irritating 
diet, such as the following: 

Fruit juices, eggs, bacon, white 
bread, toast, butter, milk, young 
carrots, cooked celery, Italian 
squash, turnips, mushes without 
bran, puffed cereals, cream soups, 
beef, lamb, whitefish, chicken, oys- 
ters, sweetbreads, liver, potato, 
rice, sweet potato, asparagus tips, 
beets, creamed spinach. 

Purees of beans, peas, lentils, 
lima beans or artichoke hearts; 
noodles, spaghetti, macaroni, sweet 
corn passed through a collander, 
tender string beans, peeled toma- 
toes, raw or cooked;. canned or 
cooked pears and peaches, and ban- 
anas, preferably cooked; gottage 
cheese, simple puddings, custards, 
ice cream, gelatin, plain cake, 
stewed fruit, baked apple, stewed 
prunes. 

QUESTIONS FROM READERS 

Cc. M. L.: “During this summer 
our town has a diséase among the 
children called ‘impetigo.’ Many 
would like to know’'a little about 
it, as it is quite contagious.” 

Answer: Impetigo is a pus infec- 
tion of the skin, and is contagious 
only by allowing clothes or fingers 
which*have been covered with the 
secretion from the eruption to come 
in contact with healthy skin. In 
children and infants it is likely to 
be chronic on account of the 
scratching and rubbing which the 
child does, and which infects the 
fingers and fingernails. The infec- 
tion from the fingernails is then 
carried to other parts of the skin 
to set up new eruptions. Treat- 
ment is by antiseptics, particularly 
ammoniated mercury salve.
